ANGOLAN DELEGATE TC SADCC REPORTS MEETING RESULTS 
AB301506 Luanda ANGOP in French 1135 GMT 30 Jul 82 


. [Text] Luanda, 30 Jul (ANGOP)--The summit of the South African Development 
Coordination Conference [SADCC], which was held in Gaberone (Botswana) on 

22 July, thoroughly examined progress made since the Harare (Zimbabwe) summit 

in 1981, states Alexandre Rodrigues (Kito), minister of interior and head of 

the Angolan delegation in a report, given to ANGOP on Thursday. 


Alexandre Rodrigues (Kito), who represented President Jose Eduardo Dos Santos, 
affirmed that apart from this examination, the summit also debated the issue 

of <.opting concrete actions which will identify regional projects in the 
respective sectors of the SADCC in order that these projects will be implemented 
as of January 1983. Concerning the appreciation of the report of the ministerial 
council and the permanent committee of experts of the SADCC, the summit noted 
with satisfaction the substantial increase in the number of transportation 
projects presented during the conference. 


The summit also recommended the transport and communications committee to 
continue its efforts in its negotiations with international financial agencies. 


In the agricultural field, it was decided that a meeting of the ministers 

of the nine SADCC member countries should be held in Zimbabwe next September 
to study priority projects to submit to donors during the annual conference 
which will take place in Maseru (Lesotho) in January 1983. 


Concerning the energy sector, Alexandre Rodrigues’ report states that the 
Council of Ministers confirmed the results of its Luanda meeting held last 
June, notably concerning the adoption of the text of an energy policy for 
southern Africa and the creation of a technical administrative body which, 
under the guidance of the Angolan Ministry of Energy, will in future 
undertake projects on energy. 


Another important issue which the council noted was the existence of terms of 
reference drawn up by Angola for a study of ways to attain self-sufficiency 
in petroleum products for SADCC member countries. 











In this context, the report adds, the Angolan delegation noted with satis- 
faction the concern of the chairmanship of the Council of Ministers to accord 
this project about $5 million granted by the United Nations development 
program to the SADCC. 


The energy ministers of the nine member countries will meet in Luanda in 
September to draw up a list of priority projects in the energy sector, 
which, in principle, should be presented in Maseru in January. 


In addition to these issues, the sectors of industry, mines, development of 
human resources and fishing were also —— priority sectors, the report 
adds. 


During the summit, Zimbabwe presented a document on the future relations between 
the SADCC and the ZEP [expansion unknown]. Alexandre Rodrigues, continuing 

his report, stresses that the heads of state accepted the document with satis- 
faction and agreed that the document should be used to establish contacts 

with all OAU bodies within the framework of relations of cooperation existing 
between them. 


Zimbabwe Prime Minister Robert Mugabe officially presented the executive 
secretary of the SADCC, Frederich Arthur Blumeris, a Zimbabwe national, who 
will assume his functions in Gaberone, headquarters of the secretariat. 


The heads of state and government again condemned South Africa's policy of 
destabilizing the countries of the SADCC with the aim of endangering the 
security of the member states and sabotaging the efforts of the organization 
in its struggle to achieve economic independence, the Angolan minister of 
interior's report concludes. 


It is recalled that the Angolan delegation was received by Quett Masire, the 


head cf state of Botswana, during the meeting and it also visited the cattle 
slaughter house complex (Bostswana Comnion).

DIAMOND PRODUCTION DECREASE IN 1981 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 2 Jul 82 p 2 


[Text] In 1981, diamond production in Angola reached 1,400,481 carats, 
almost 85,000 carats less than in 1980, according to a report of last year's 
production published recently in Luanda by the DIAMANG (Diamond Company 

of Angola). 


Receipts for the sale of diamonds last year reached almost 5,843,000,000 
kwanzas (about $200 million), and the profit of the company, after taxes, 
was 74,249,000 kwanzas. 


DIAMANG had planned a production of 1,600,689 carats for last year, after 
having produced over 2 million in 1973 and a little over 350,000 carats 

in 1977. As causes of the lack of success the report lists lack of trans- 
portation, poor working conditions, absenteeism of some workers and increase 
in illegal diamond traffic. 


The company's administrative council pointed out in its report that last 
year there was deterioration of “world conditions on the diamond market, 
and these have affected the average price per carat, and consequently the 
company's receipts." The rate of growth of production, which since 1978 
had been encouraging, declined although the total volume of gravel treated 
was the largest in the company's history. 





The 5 million cubic meters tre. :d represent only 80 percent of what had 
been planned. 


- In 1973 LAMANG treated almost 4.9 million meters and in 1977 only 1.7 million. 
The report also points out that the reduction of 20 percent in the plan 

is due mainly to the fact that some washing facilities went into operation 
late. 


It should be remembered that diamonds represent Angola's second source of 
export income, after petroleum.

PARTY EXPANSION CAMPAIGN LAUNCHED

[Text] At present, the party is represented in the industrial sector of 

the country by some 5,000 members groupedin 500 grassroots organizations. 
This information was contained in the report of the Department of Organi- 
zations, issued last Monday during the ceremony marking the beginning of 

the Party Growth Campaign at the 10 December Hall in Luanda. 


The document continued: In the agricultural-livestock sector, with 
approximately 200,000 workers, the party has 800 grassroots organizations 
with almost 7,000 members. | 


The report pointed out that the growth of the party will necessarily imply 


the engagement of its members in grassroots organizations, with the resulting 


purge of all amorphous and harmful elements, in order to duly receive new 
members. 


In this context, in the next few days members will be enlisted in the great 


militant campaign, conceived at the top, in various categories down to grass- 


roots organizations. The report also defines as main achievements at this 
stage the evaluation of operations of the cells and the transfer of candi- 
dates and members of youth organizations to become party members. Special 
attention will be given to holding meetings for the evaluation and transfer 
of cell coordinators with a view to giving responsibility to all members 
and to the improvement of working methods. 


According to the document the following are considered priority fields for 
party growth: Defense, agriculture, construction, transportation and public 
functions. - 


"Entry into the party should be the work of every citizen," states the docu- 
ment, adding: "Regulated alternatives, given to our power bases for re- 
cruiting, should not be used to eliminate or prevent citizens from freely 
entering the party. They must be the mechanism that the cells have not 

only for recruiting but also for influencing honest workers, dedicated 
workers, so that they can freely joint the party ranks."

CASTRO CITED ON CUBAN TROOPS

[Text] Havana, 28 Jul (ANGOP)--Cuba has pledged its support for the firm 
position taken py the government of the Peoplé's Republic of Angola and has 
announced that its troops will stay in this country until there is no more 
threat of external aggression, the Cuban news agency PRENSA LATINA announced 
quoting President Fidel Castro, commander in chief of the Cuban Armed Forces. 


In his speech held at the closing ceremony of the celebration marking the 
29th anniversary of the assault of the Moncada barracks, Fidel Castro recalled 
that South Africa's troops are illegally occupying Namibia, whose independence 
has been subordinated by the United States and its allies to the withdrawal 
of the Cuban internationalist troops from Angola. 


In this connection, the Cuban head of state underscored that the Angolan 
Government has rightfully rejected this type of linkage and went on to say 
that the Cuban forces enjoy the status of Angola's allies as they fight for 
the defense and security of that country and not the status of illegal 
occupation and aggression troops as it is the case for South Africa. 


The Cuban leader also stressed that the Angolan and Cuban governments have 
signed agreements providing for the gradual withdrawal of the Cuban troops 
when the two sides wish to de so. 


In this connection, President Fidel €astro emphasized that this will happen as 
soon as all the South African troops have left Namibia and withdrawn far beyond 
the Orange River, and when all threat of aggression against Angola and imperialist 
assistance to puppet organizations has ended. 


It is only at that time that we will decide on a gradual withdrawal according 
to a timetable mutually agreed upon by the two countries, he stated, adding: 
We are very far from Angola while the South Africans can reach the Angolan 
border in just a few hours even after withdrawing from Namibia. This is why 
foreign aid to puppet groups must be brought to an end, he went on. That ig 
the firm position taken by the Angolan Government and we uphold this. 


The leader of the Cuban revolution also observed that imperialists are posing 
threats through the use of Angolan counterrevolutionaries and they launch 
attacks, but if they carry out attacks deep into the country and reach our 
positions, we will very bitterly fight the fascists, racists and mercenaries 
from South Africa. We have already fought against them once and they know the 
tenacity, value and steadfastness of our fighters, the Cuban leader recalled. 
He noted that imperialists and their lackeys had better not indulge in such 
adventures. Let them stop issuing threats. This will not frighten us. 


Let a reasonable and fair solution be found, he stressed. Cuba has a construc- 


tive position based on the joint declarations made by the Angolan and Cuban 
governments on 4 February this year, he stated.

CHINA SEEKS CLOSER TIES--Peking, July 6--China has suggested normalizing rela- 
tions with Angola, the latest issue of the PEKING REVIEW reported this week. 
When Angola became independent in 1975, China's earlier positions, merely say- 
ing that Peking had for a while provided "energetic support" to the country's 
three anti-Portuguese liberation movements, but had withdrawn it in view of the 
infighting among them. The magazine said that the Soviet Unton's support for 
Mr Neto‘s party had aggravated the disagreements between the three factions. 
Observers recalled that China had sympathised with the rival UNITA group. 
Diplomatic circles here see China's wish to normalise relations with Angola as 
intended to counter the Soviet Union on its own ground in Africa. (A.F.P.)

NEW DAM INAUGURATED--Bujumbura, June 27--The landlocked central African republic 
of Burundi is marking the run-up to its July 1 celebrations of 20 years indepen- 
dence from Belgium with the inauguration of its most important protects for five 
years. Some 30 projects were inaugurated in the past week, five by head of state 
Colonel Jean-Baptiste Bagaza. They included the hydro-electric dam on the Mugere 
River which supplies Bujumbura, 30 kins (20 miles) to the north, with power which 
previously had to be imported from Zaire. The dam was built with Chinese aid, 
and at the opening ceremony Col Bagaza and Chinese Ambassador Tiar Zhidong spoke 
of the close relations between Burundi and China reflected in other schemes in 
which Peking is participating. These are notably a textile plant at Bujumbura 
and a road from the capital to the source of the Nile, which will soon be com- 
pleted. Col Bagaza also opened a new national highway and a regional development 
project in Rumonge, bordering Lake Tanganyika in southwest Burundi. A new lake- 
side hotel in Bujumbura opened its doors last week. With 100 bedrooms it is a 
major factor in the government's efforts to promote tourism. (A.F.P.) [Text]

IMPORTANCE OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
Addis Ababa ADDIS ZEMEN in Amharic 18 May 82 p 2 


[Text] In building a new society, foreign exchange can play an important 
role. For the welfare of the people and for sound economic growth, Ethiopia 
needs capital and foreign goods and needs to obtain such foreign goods and 
capital in exchange for products of good quality. It is with this fact 

in mind that the promotion and care of foreign exchange was emphasized in 
the national production and cultural development campaign directives. 


For the promotion and development of foreign exchange and for the importa- 
tion of foreign goods and equipment that are needed for the quick develop- 
ment of the country, it is essential to improve the quality and to increase 
the quantity of the national products, the means of such foreign exchange. 
It is also necessary to expand foreign trade. Although some encouraging 
steps have been taken in these directions, because of unstable world market 
conditions, additional efforts must be made. 


The main source of Ethiopian foreign exchange is its agricultural products. 
Although an effort has been made to improve the quality and increase the 
quantity of such agricultural products, because of the aforementioned unstable 
world market conditions, the country's ability to earn the necessary foreign 
exchange is limited. As the facts of the last few years confirm, while 

the prices of the industrial products of the rich developed countries are 
skyrocketing, the price of raw materials is falling and becoming unstable. 

The increase of the price vo petrol, especially, has made the situation 

worse not only in Ethiopia but also in many other developing countries. 


Being one of the developing countries, Ethiopia campaigns against the ever- 
growing economic gaps between the rich developed countries and the poor 
developing countries. In addition its efforts to improve the quality and 
increase the quantity of production earmarked for its foreign exchange to 
expand foreign trade is not to be underestimated. The country's participa- 
tion in exhibitions and the activities of its trade agents throughout the 
African continent and wor ldwide reveal Ethiopia's efforts in this field. 











On different occasions Ethiopia has participated in trade exhibitions on 
both the continental and international levels and has received gold medals 
and other prizes for the high quality of its coffee, wine, and cottons. 
Such efforts to improve both the quality and quantity of production are 

in themselves encouraging. Thus, it is estimated that because these products 
are of ‘high quality, the demand for them will continue. Therefore, state 
and private farms that produce the means of foreign exchange should make 
greater efforts to improve the quality and increase the quantity of such 
production so that both the old and the new markets can be supplied. 
Keeping this in mind, the second general assembly of the Central Committee 
of the Commission of the Ethiopian Working Class Political Party gave a 
directive regarding the solution of the problem of foreign exchange. It 
states that the only alternative for a solution to the shortage of foreign 
exchange is that all concerned state and private agencies must make an all- 
out effort to improve the quality and the quantity of the products to be 
exported for foreign exchange and to export these products at the appro- 
priate time. 


The Foreign Trade Minister has played an important role in introducing Ethi- 
opia's little-known agricultural and other products. So far in its commer- 
cial activities, Ethiopia has established trade relations with 89 countries. 
In addition to making its products available in foreign markets, it has 
assigned trade experts to New York, London, Jiddah, East Berlin, Tokyo, 

and Djibouti. In the future, Ethiopia plans to assign such trade experts 
to other cities throughout the world. These activities will help intro- 
duce Ethiopia's products and will help promote the foreign exchange so neces- 
sary for the country's rapid economic development. Looking at the present 
inadequacy of its foreign exchange, Ethiopia has realized it must find new 
markets for its products. In this regard, in addition to the efforts of 
its trade agents, Ethiopia's embassies abroad are expected also to make 
efforts to promote this end.

NEW UNION LEADERSHIP VOTED

[Text] Addis Ababa, July 7--A majority of the All-Ethiopia Trade Union (AETU) 
leadership has left office after four years, following the voting in of a new 
team during AETU's second national congress here. 


Former AETU Chairman Mulugetta Yimer stepped down after 500 delegates represent- 
ing trade unions throughout the country elected Tadesse Tamrat, a fibre company 
employee from central Shoa Province, to the top post in the Ethiopian labour 
movement . 


The four-day congress, one of the biggest in the movement's history, was 
attended by observers from Ethiopia's Eastern Bloc allies, including the 
Soviet Union, East Germany, Cuba, Bulgaria, Afghanistan and Vietnan. 


Mr Tadesse will head an ll-man executive committee voted in by a new AETU 
60-member presidium. 


AETU was established in 1978 to succeed the former Confederation of Ethiopian 
Labour Unions (CELU), whose history in the wake of the 1974 revolution had 
become particularly bloody. CELU was infiltrated by every clandestine politi- 
cal movement that mushroomed after former Emperor Haile Selassie was toppled. 
The jockeying for power in an explosive situation led to a series of politic- 
ally motivated murders within CELU. | 


CELU President Solomon Bekele was gunned down by unidentified assassins in his 
office early in 1977. Months later his successor, Temesgen Madebo, was slain 
on a city boulevard despite the presence of a heavily-armed escort. At the 
end of the same year, former CELU Treasurer Kebede Gabre Michael was shot dead 
in the CELU offices by terrorists who managed to escape. None of the assassins 
has ever been caught. | 


Ethiopia's labour movement is still nascent, with a membership of only 
243,000 out of a national population of about 30 million people. But it is 
the most politically-aware segment of the population, and its loyalty is vital 
to the Government.

WEEKLY WRAP-UP OF NONENGLISH PRESS

[Text] Topical issues over the week, such as the 1974 E.C. Production Campaign 
Strategy Session which met to discuss the strong and weak points in the develop- 
ment process, the International Seminar on Student Action for Peace and National 
Liberation--an eight-day panel which brought together youth representatives from 
the four corners of the world, were among the front page news items carried by 
SERTO ADER, organ of the Central Committee of COPWE. Also covered in the front 
page, besides the editortal comment, were details of the forthcoming congress of 
AEPA and profile of a war hero. 


An article carried by the same issue of SERTO ADER dealt with the need for the 
further coordination of efforts on the part of all concerned authorities and the 
broad masses in general with the view to realizing the lofty objectives of the 
nationwide literacy campaign. The article made note of the gains of the revolu- 
tion over the past years of struggle singling out the literacy campaign as hay- 
ing produced excellent results. In this regard, the article outlined the vic- 
tories achieved in the sphere of the literacy campaign during. the past six cam- 
paign programmes and the on-going seventh round. 


The article underlined the need for the development of general outlook of the 
masses in the process of socialist construction and the problems to be encoun- 
tered in developing countries like Ethiopia to meet these prerequisities. How- 
ever, it is imperative to use the victories so far achieved as springboards for 
the intensification of the struggle for still further gains, the article noted. 
It was further underlined that with the awareness of the role education plays 
in social development, the working masses of Ethiopia are taking an active part 
in the implementation of the camapaign programmes. 


Overall Well-Being 


In this connection, the article stressed the part played by campaign partici- 
pants in all the seven rounds with the view to realizing the overall well-being 
of the masses by way of liberating them from the firm grips of illiteracy. The 
article also made mention of the current review programme in Eritrea region | 
aimed at assessing the strong and weak points of the campaign programme in the 
region. Such an undertaking has an important bearing on hastening the success 

















of the campaign programme, which is an integral part of the cultural reyolu- 
tion, the article concluded. 


The 1974 E.C. Production Campaign Strategy Session which convened under the 
Chairmanship of Comrade Chairman Mengistu Haile-Mariam was focussed upon by the 
editorial column of the Oromo language weekly BARISA. The paper pointed out 
the need for planning in the effort being exerted to build a socialist economy 
and further noted that the Strategy Session that met early during the week was 
aimed at realizing this fact. BARISA made note of the highlights of the Ses- 
sion and underlined the need for the tireless efforts of the working masses to 
overcome the difficulties to be faced at this period of transition in the sphere 
of economic construction. 


In this connection, the Oromo language paper recalled the economic conditions 
of the nation under the feudo-bourgeois past and underlined the role the agri- 
cultural sector plays in speeding up the growth of the national economy. With 
this in view, BARISA stressed the significance given to this sector by the 
Revolutionary Government and noted the efforts being exerted to establish and 
strengthen producers’ cooperatives. 


The provision of loan facilities with the view to establishing cooperative 
movements is a significant step towards realizing the building of socialist 
economy and the social well-being of the masses. The over 47-thousand Birr | 
loan offered to 15 cooperatives in Arssi and Shoa regions by the Nazareth 
Branch of the Agricultural and Industrial Development Bank, is one such exan- 
ple. The information was covered by a front page news report of an issue of 
the Amharic daily ADDIS ZEMEN. 


Continued Struggle 


The report which quoted the monthly bulletin of the Bank pointed out that among 
the cooperatives that were granted loans were 13 peasants‘ service cooperatives 
in Arssi region and one in Shoa region. It was also learnt that of the total 
amount of money assigned for 1973-74 E.C. cultivation year, 97 percent has been 
given out in loan for 23 peasants’ service cooperatives in Arssi region. Simi- 
larly, the report outlined the loans offered to cooperatives at various times. 


The Arabic language weekly AL-ALEM also took up the International Seminar on 
"Student Action for Peace, Disarmament, National and Social Liberation in the 
People's Struggle for a Better World" currently in progress here at Africa Hall. 
The paper gave the panel such a prominent place that it termed Addis Ababa the 
"Citadel of Youth Struggle." AL-ALEM stated that, the meeting, which is the 
first of its kind in Ethiopian youth struggle, primarily aims at curbing the 
arms race and guaranteeing world peace and stability. 


With this in view, the Arabic language weekly underlined the significant place 
the struggle of Ethiopian student youth holds not only locally but also inter- 
nationally. AL-ALEM outlined the anti-oppression struggle of Ethiopian student 
youth during the former feudo-bourgeois regime and added that this continued 
struggle would add momentum to the on-going socialist construction process. 
Finally, AL-ALEM underlined the significance of the seminar in the international 
struggle against the arms build up and threat of war. 
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The role economic strength plays in the efforts being exerted to establish a 
society free from hunger, illiteracy and backwardness in general, was covered 
in the editorial column of the Amharic weekly YEZAREITU ETHIOPIA. The weekly 
pointed out the concern of the Revolutionary Government and COPWE in this 
sphere with the subsequent process currently underway to draw the ten-year 
perspective plan. | 


The paper further outlined the objectives of the perspective plan and under- 
lined the need for the establishment of larger industries and producers’ co- 
operatives with the view to realizing the overall well-being of the masses 
through the introduction of benefits of science and technology. 


YEZAREITU as well stressed the need for the introduction of fair and equitable 
distribution of basic commodities to meet the day to day needs of the masses. 
In this regard, the paper indicated that government and cooperative business 
sectors should be strengthened, and added that the building of a strong social- 
ist economy is the guarantee for ensuring the supremacy of the new socialist 
order.

PEOPLE'S CONTROL LABELED VITAL MECHANISM

[Text] The holding of seminars in different zones of the capital beginning 
yesterday, as part of efforts to establish People's Control Committees in the 
fight against corrupt practices, is a continuation of our revolutionary struggle 
to build a socio-economic order free from exploitation of man by man. The 
seminars, which bring together representatives of various public and mass or- 
ganizations in the financial, administrative and public property areas, is an 
important precondition for the formation of Workers‘ Control Committees at all 
levels in the capital. 


While offering an opportune occasion for participants to exchange views and 
share experiences on shortcomings prevailing in various sectors in connection 
with the creation of an effective control mechanism, the seminars also enable 
the participants to make a thorough assessment of factors which provide fertile 
ground for corruption and other abuses and the intensification of the campaign 
against such evils. 


Needless to stress, the revolutionary leadership has effected far-reaching re- 
form measures one after the other to cure the socioeconomic ills inherited from 
the now defunct order. 


Moreover, the revolutionary leadership was firm in its convictions that the 
effective implementation of these revolutionary proclamations depend, in a 
large measure, on the simultaneous eradication of regarding norms and values 
prevailing in the society. Corruption, as a retrogressive social norm, is the 
most serious impediment and the most challenging obstacle to the effective 
implementation of revolutionary measures. 


It was this timely realization of the dangerous implications of corrupt prac- 

tices that was later to prompt the Revolutionary Government to issue a procla- 
mation setting up a Special Tribunal and Working People's Control Committee in 
the fight against these social ills. 

Effective Implementation 


While the main objective of the establishment of a control system is to combat 
embezzlement, wastefulness and other corrupt practices as well as maintain a 
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proper up-keep of government and public funds and resources, the benefits 
accuring from the creation ofa proper control mechanism are multifold indeed. 

In the first place, such a mechanism helps foster positive work habits in en- 
hancing discipline and production efficiency as well as in the exercise of 
care and vigilance in carrying out government duties and the management of 
public affairs. By encouraging strict adherence to discipline and working 
regulations, such a mechanism also guarantees the effective implementation of 
government directives and thereby the effective realization of the revolution- 
ary aspirations of the working people. Secondly, the establishment of an 
effective and proper control mechanism has the function of ensuring that the 
national — is free from alien imperialist influence and subversive pres- 
sure. 


In this connection, our Revolutionary Leader in his May Day speech rightly 
stated: "Growth and development would be unthinkable unless we can exercise an 
effective control over groups actively working towards the weakening of our 
economy. Control has the international function of ensuring that our national 
economy is free from imperialist influence. A single-pronged attack on local 
capitalism would amount to allowing this same force to attacking us from out- 
side."

These were 
candidates of the third course at the Nekemte Institute bringing the total 
number of graduates to 1,673 teachers.

To graduate from the Robe Teacher Training Institute, Bale Region, were 535 
teachers. While on training the prosecutive teachers were given instructions 
in 16 various subjects. The number of teachers who graduated from this parti- 
cular institute including the present class is 1,065.

Also to be 
presented with prizes were teachers and other educational staff who made sig- 
nificant contributions during the academic year which just ended. 


Exhibitions portraying the creativity of the prospective teachers and cultural 
shows were additional attractions at the graduating ceremonies.

NINETY MILLION SEEDLINGS TO BE PLANTED IN 1982 


Addis Ababa THE ETHIOPIA) HERALD in English 8 Jul 82 p 3 


[Text] Addis Ababa (EH)--The Forestry and Wildlife Conservation and Devyelop- 
ment Agency has raised a total of over 90 million seedlings to be planted in 
the peak season of 1974 (E.C) and has completed the pitting work. This was 
performed by the State Forest Conservation and Development Department and the 
Community Forest Development Department of the Authority. 


Disclosing this a release by the Training and Public Relations Service of the 
authority said that forest and wildlife resources the world over are exposed to 
the danger of utter destruction because of man's reckless and unsystematic use 
of these invaluable resources to satisfy his needs. The release noted that 
Ethiopia is no exception to this general pattern. In full realization of this 
the Revolutionary Government has laid great emphasis on the proper conservation 
and development of the forest and wildlife resources of the country. 


The release said that as compared with the work it has done in previous years 
with particular reference to this area of endeavour, the Authority has 
attained a remarkable qualitative growth. It said that the task of developing 
forest resources is not solely that of the government and that it requires the 
active participation of the broad masses. According tothe release, the work 
done through the Coordination of the Community Forest Development Department 
under the Authority is becoming more impressive and offers brighter prospects.

The release said that the State Forest Development and Conservation Department 
has consolidated its conservation and development work by building many ter- 
races thousands of kms. long in stoney and barren areas and raising seedlings 
in various administrative regions, provinces and districts. Sixty miilion of 
the seedlings for 1974 E.C. were raised by the Department, it was stated.

‘PROGRESS OF PRC AGRO-TECHNICAL MISSION NOTED 





Libreville L'UNION in French 1 July 82 p 2

[Text] The agrotechnical mission from the People's Republic of China which 

has been working in the province of Nyanga since 1974 is preparing to celebrate 
the 8th anniversary of its arrival in our province. These have been 8 years 

of flourishing activity, to judge from the interview granted us by Mr Xu Jirong, 
who has headed this mission since it took up residence in Tchibanga. 





Where rice cultivation in the region is concerned, Mr Xu Jirong told us, con- 
siderable progress .as been seen. In 1981, for example, out of an annual pro- 
duction of 900 tons, 450 were marketed, creating a turnover total of 75 million 
CFA francs. 





The rice plantings in Mougoutsi, located on the perimeter of the town of 
Tchibanga, excluding the Nyali plantings, or in all a total of 77 functioning 
rice plantations, produced 493 tons of marketable rice. And according to the 
estimates for this year, production of a minimum of 500 tons by the end of 1982 
is expected. 


Along with rice, which is the basic crop par excellence, new production tech- 
niques have encouraged the cultivation of a number of other very nourishing 
crop varieties, in particular garden crops (salad greens, peppers, eggplant, 
cabbage, turnips, cucumbers, watermelon, radishes, tomatoes, etc). 


Hog breeding, with a herd of 272 head, has been added to farm activities. In 
addition to Mr Xu Jirong, there are 12 participants in the mission, including 
an interpreter, 2 mechanics, 5 agronomers, a horticulturalist, a livestock 
breeding technical specialist and a cook. The Chinese mission is aided in its 
task by 120 Gabonese cooperative workers, 7 full-time and 19 temporary workers, 
also Gabonese. 


The main customers for the products marketed by the Chinese mission are the 
Relais de la Nyanga, the Safari Club Hotel in Mayumba, the Dianguetebi Restaur- 
ant, certain market retailers and the local population. Public establishments 

in Tchibanga, such as the hospital, prison and secondary establishments, should 
obviously not be forgotten. Other clients come from time to time from the sister 
provinces of Ngounie and Moyen Ogooue. 
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It is true that the current production does not suffice to meet the demands 
of the people. But the Chinese farmers hope within a short time to increase 
their production, strengthened by the support and aid contributed by the 
Gabonese government through the agency of the local authorities.

DETAILS OF PROJECT TO PROVIDE POTABLE WATER TO VILLAGES

[Excerpt] Minister of Energy and Hydraulic Resources Didjob Divungi di Ndingue 
was in the economic capital of Gabon in 28 and 28 June last. He was accompanied 
during his stay by Serge Lasseni Duboze, technical adviser; Serge Gassita, di- 
rector general of energy and hydraulic resources; end his office chief, 

Francois Mouketou Bouassa. 





On the day after his arrival, Minister Divungi held an important meeting in 
the conference hall at the Port Gentil municipal building with all the local 
authorities, the presidents of the departmental assemblies and the prefects 
of the province of Ogooue Maritime. 





The agenda for the meeting had to do with the village water project, which as 
the minister of energy stressed, dates back a dozen years and comes within the 
framework of the campaign to settle the rural population. 


This operation, he went on to say, is expected to affect more than 800 Gabonese 
villages such as to make safe drinking water available to the residents in these 
various centers. 


The first phase of work, affecting only 330 villages on the national level, 

will be completed in 1985. The project work phase involves three levels: iden- 
tification of the villages, the digging of the wells, and insulation of the 
pumps to provide water. 


Eleven villages in the province of Ogooue Maritime are scheduled to benefit 
from the village water project. In this connection, Mr Divungi asked the vari- 
ous provincial officials participating in the meeting to supply him with the 
names of the villages chosen. 


For the Port Gentil department of Bendje, they are Yombe II, Okoumikassa, 
Bissoma and Enyonga; for the department of Etimboue, they include Assewe, 
Ndougou, Ayendje and Idjembo; and for the department of Ndougou, the villages 
are Sette Cama, Mougambi and Mbouda. 











Let us note. that these villages were selected during an earlier meeting attended 
by the authorities in the province and a delegation from the Ministry of 
Hydraulic Resources. Certain criteria were taken into account: accessibility 
of the villages, a 250-inhabitant minimum, basic structures (schools, dispen- 


saries, etc), grouping of the villages, flourishing economic activities, and 
frontier location.

MINERALS BOOST--Abidjan, July 8--Mineral prospecting is being stepped up in 
Ivory Coast, where new deposits of uranium were found last year in the north- 
west Odienne region, the Ministry of Mines said itn a report published here.

Other areas being 
prospected were around Guehtebli, in the west, thought to hold copper and 
molybdenum.

KANU TO OPPOSE THOSE AGAINST ONE PARTY SYSTEM

(Article: "KANU Will Oppose (Pambana) All Traitors"] 


[Text] Millions of Kenyans yesterday continued to celebrate and agree with 
the spirit of the law passed this week making Kenya a one party country 
under the KANU party and the firm leadership of President Daniel arap Moi. 


And at that time, those citizens promised that any person or group of 
people found opposing that national decision would be asked to take firm 
steps, including separation from the other people. This is necessary so 
that the party and government can carry out its duty to develop the country 
for the benefit of the citizens. 


In the report he gave immediately after this single political party law was 
passed by the parliament oot ned this week, the chairman of KANU, Mombasa 
branch, Sharif Nassir, called on all citizens living in Mombasa to be more 

alert to discover the person or persons who continue to oppose the decision 
which was approved by all citizens to be of the one government party under 

_the wise and resolved leadership of President Moi. 


Mr Nassir, who also is Deputy Minister of Workers in the Central Mombasa 
Parliament, continued, saying that passage of the law establishing KANU as 
the only party has enabled the citizens "to breath" because for Kenya's 
entire 19 years of self-rule, the people have wanted the party to take 
quick steps to realize their dreams for a single party. 3 


Mr Nassir. said that the Kenyan people are very happy over passage of this 
law giving the KANU party more power to be servants of the people and to 
continue to strengthen demacracy--something many African countries do not 
have. ; 


Minister Nassir said that the few people who opposed this citizens' decision 
to have a single party must tell the citizens which other African country 


has major elections every 5 years. 


He agreed with Minister for Constitutional Affairs Charles Njonjo, who said 
when he introduced this proposal in Parliament: "The step to have one 
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party in the country is a step to-do away with the various kinds of 
opposition because we want to have one president—President Daniel arap Moi-- 
one nation, and one political party. 


"If we pass this proposal we will never hear again from the dreamers, and 
the hopes will be joined with the other 99 percent of the Kenyans who want 
one political party." 
When he introduced this proposal to parliament, Njonjo asked the representa- 
tives who passed it to understand the kind of democracy a few people wanted. 


Touching on the statements in one paper which said that having one party in 
Kenya "will cause the popping up of underground opposition," Minister Njonjo 
said: “Those few people--if they are really there--should be very much on 
their guard because the government can also go underground to uncover 
traitors like those." 


With this being enthusiastically agreed to by the assembled representatives, 
considering its abundance of historical evidence, Mr Njonjo asked: "Why 

do a certain few want to set up another political party? Is it because a 
certain person wants to be president of Kenya? Some people are known to 
want the set up of another party in order to have [different] presidents." 





Mr Njonjo said that few people oppose the constitutional change and it will 
not take long “before discovering where they are." 


Pointing out that some people say that the constitution of Kenya allows the 
establishment of another party, Mr Njonjo asked: "What kind of other party 
do they want? People like that are trying to confuse the citizens who 
understand where they are going." . 


He argues that Kenya cannot endure having another political party for 
"comfort" because the citizens are in a race to move the nation forward and 
they cannot be swayed. He added that this constitutional change had to be 
made to insure that everyone would understand "that there is only one 
political party, KANU, and that party must continue to set up one president 
who is President Daniel arap Toroitich arap Moi." 


Chairman of the Nakuru branch of KANU Kariuki Chotara congratulated them 

on the steps taken by the representatives to quickly pass the law establish- 
ing a single political party and said that the passing of this law--more than 
any one opinion passed in the history of the parliament--has made it evident 
to the world that Kenya has a firm and loving unity under the leadership of 


President Moi. 


Mr Chotara, who also is chairman of the Naivasha City Council, said that 
everyone in Nakuru District and the entire Rift Valley Region is very 
pleased to see that their desires of many years--to have one political 
party--was passed finally in the parliament. 
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Warning the few traitors in the country to change their ways and instead 
join with ali the citizens under the KANU party, Chotara said the recent 
decision made by the government of the people to fiercely oppose those 
who disturb the peace in the country will continue to be applied against 
those who are found to be opposing the decision of the nation. 


He added that if a few people still have the dream of setting up another 
party they will be asked to leave the country and go live in those countries 
where they think they will put up with them doing their dirty tricks to 
disturb the peace and hope.

WOMEN'S ECONOMIC ASSOCIATIONS IN NAIROBI

[Text] Many women live in the farming area want to live in the cities, 
especially Nairobi; they are the lazy shameless ones who want to be very 
comfortable. : eee 


But those ideas are clearly shown to be incorrect, as witness the various 
groups of women in the cities who have tried hard and have formed groups 

of tough farmers. That is, they have made a good name for the people living 
in the city that should expand in various areas. 


This farming by the women of Nairobi and other cities in our area is of two 
types. First are the groups which collect money and then go to areas of 
a region like the Rift Valley and buy fields. 


The second type of group finds small fields in the areas of the cities and 
grows various types of plants. 


There are several groups of both types scattered throughout Nairobi. They 
have done many kinds of work which helps to build the nation and often they 
are helped by the government through the Ministry of Culture and Social 
Services. 


One group of the second type is at Waithaka, Dagoretti section, here in 
Nairobi; known as Waithaka Wendani Group, it has a branch, Waithaka Mwethia 


Women's Group. 


The chairwoman of these two groups, Mrs Mary Njcki Muchene, told me that 
their first group, Wendani, was established in November 1980 and signed up 
in the office of the chief of the Nairobi Region as a self-supporting group. 


This group has 150 members, ranging in age from 18 to over 100. Mrs Njoki 
told me: "We have four generations among our members: ourselves, our 
children, our grandchildren, and our mothers." 














Since setting up these groups they have had several successes in raising 
pigs, in building rental houses and in cultivating a field where the pro- 
duce brought them a profit last year. 


The chairwoman said that this development would not have gone far but for 
the help of the chief of this area. Mrs Njoki said: "We were given a plot 
by our chief on which we built the rentai houses and we raise pigs. 


They also were given a 2.5-acre field near the office of the chief of 
Waithaka and last year they planted and harvested 63 sacks of potatoes. 


This year on 1 acre of that field, they planted beans and on 1.5 acres 
they planted potatoes which have grown very well. Mrs Njoki told me that 
the way things are going they are expecting to get much more produce this 
year. 


To bring down the cost of their work, the Wendani group was given work 
raising pigs and building buildings. And the "Mwethia" group was given 
the work of cultivating and singing native songs during national celebra- 
tions. 


Mrs Njoki, who also is in business selling meat, told me that recently the 
government gave them 5,000 shillings to plant trees, and the Nairobi City 
Council gave them the hoes.

RECENTLY BUILT ROADS CAUSE SOIL EROSION

[Text] When she entered the offices of TAIFA WEEKLY recently, no one 
realized what kind of problems she was having. Afterwards she explained 
that when the Banana-Nazareth-Limuru road was being built, one ditch was 
dug out and directed into her field and now it has caused a great deal of 
soil erosion. 


"There are ditches all over my fields which were dug out hy water directed 
from this big ditch," Mrs Peris Njuguna explained. This caused much 
fertile soil to be carried — by the water coming off the road and onto 
the edges. 


Peris had reason to be furious. When I visited her field, I saw that big 
ditch 2 meters deep and 3 meters wide which was going through the middie of 
her field. 


And now during the rainy season, this ditch doubtless will get deeper and 
carry off even more soil. 


"This matter is total nonsense," Mrs Njuguna said and added: "In a time 
when President Moi is leading the nation in efforts to preserve the soil, 
the road builders do not seem to judge where to direct the water coming off 
the roads they build.". 


Mrs Njuguna explained that she had tried to prevent the water of that ditch 
from taking the soil from her field by digging other small ditches, but 
these ditches were destroyed by the water pouring out of that road ditch. 


Mrs Njuguna's problem is not foreign to farmers in other areas of the 
country. Thousands of farmers are harmed in this manner, without making 
any complaint. And at this time, tons and tons of fertile soil continue to 
be carried by the rain water to the large rivers which carry it to the sea. 


Many of the fields affected by this problem are those crossed by roads 
built recently. Many of these roads have storm ditches which are aimed 


toward the fields. 
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"I confirmed a field in Kakamega recently where one ditch was directed at 
a field and caused a ditch 4 meters deep and I prevented the farmer owning 
the field from covering the ditch," the chief officer of the President's 
Commission on Preserving the Soil and Forests, Mr George Mburathe said. 


Many farmers complain that many road builders of the Ministry of Transporta- 
tion and Communications build ditches where they think they are of use 
without judging whether they will direct rain water into someone's field 

and cause soil erosion. 


"It is a good thing to have a good road like this," said a farmer of Githum, 
Murang’a, concerning a tar road built near his place recently. "But on the 
other hand, this road has brought us farmers many problems in the area where 
it crosses because the storm ditches from the road are directed at the fields 
and thus cause soil erosion."

[Text] Monrovia, 1 Jul--The commission headed by Professor Sawyer has 1 
completed the draft of a new constitution so that the West African republic 
of Nigeria can once again have an elected civilian government--if all goes 
well. But there are still many things that can go wrong. And they certainly 
could go wrong if the United States were not to assure its help. It is only 
thanks to U.S. commitment that Liberia, over the past 2 years, has not 
become either a Soviet outpost in the South Altantic or a revolutionary 

cell of Libya's in West Africa. 3 | 


When a handful of NCO's and soldiers executed President Tolbert, his 

cabinet secretaries and closest advisors 2 years ago and took over power 
themselves, the last remnant of its people's liberty seemed to have been lost 
as did Liberia itself seem to be lost to the West. As long as Liberia can be 
regarded as “safe" for the West, its strategic importance is limited. It would 
become vast, however, if it were to ally itself with the Soviet Union and its 
strategy: the harbor of Monrovia would be the third Soviet base on the Atlantic, 
almost mid-way between Cuba and Angola. From the Robertsfield airport, 

built by the United States during World War II as a supply base for the North 
African campaign, it is not quite 3,000 kilometers to Brazil and only 2,000 

to the British base on the island of Ascension. 





Liberia, an independent republic since 1847, was ruled for 133 years by the 
descendants of black slaves who had returned from the United States and gave 
the predominantly rain-forest-covered country a distinctively American flavor: 
U.S. currency, eight-cernered policemen's caps and low-slung Colts, stars and 
stripes as the national flag, deep South accents audible even in pidgin 
English, free enterprise and a constitution which was a miniature version of 
its U.S. original. The 1980 coup was intended to be a revolution: replacement 
of the old settler regime of the "Americo-Liberians" by the "rule of the 
people," the majority of the exploited, backward, disadvantaged "native 
Liberians." 











So far, so good. But the invocation of the "people" called onto the scene, 
even in Liberia, those who would want to, or who already have been able to 
build their own dictatorships in the form of "people's republics" and "people's 
democracies," which they then term "people's states:" the'Marxist-Socialist 
"Movement for Justice in Africa" (Moja) under the former opposition politician. 
Tipoteh, the Soviet Union and Khaddafi's Libya. The national treasury was 
empty. There were only $5 million in the banks to cover Liberia's $700 million 
in foreign indebtedness, something that the revolutionaries were soon to 
discover to their dismay. Suggestions, "advisors" and promises of assistance 
were not long in coming from Moscow and Tripoli. 


They found all the more willing ears, since the new rulers, inexperienced 
young men without formal schooling, had exhausted what scant wisdom they had. 
U.S. economic assistance, which had been minimal until then, amounted to only 
$8 million a year. Liberia's old friend, West Germany, normally unaffected 
when a coup takes place somewhere in Africa, kept a cool distance. Its 
African sister states imposed a political boycott on Liberia. The conditions 
for the creation of a "people's state" were favorable. That things turned out 
differently owed not at all -to Bonn, which still gives Liberia the cold 
shoulder and, as one high official put it, "does only what it is obliged to" 
in fulfilling its bilateral promises of assistance. The African states have 
lifted their boycott and have come to terms with the situation. But what 
counts and what has paid off has been the willingness of the United States to 
cooperate with the new regime in Monrovia. 


The United States was the country most seriously affected by the coup and the 
deposition of the old americanophile ruling class.. But the United States 
greatly increased its fiscal and developmental assistance, it balanced the 
country's rice and oil accounts so that new threats to the country's stability 
would not surface, even building habitable barracks for the army, one of 

whose reasons for engaging in the coup was the fact that they had been housed 
in wretched slums. U.S. Ambassador Swing, always attired in a sober. 

business suit and tie, made himself visible everywhere in the country and let 
the Liberians know that the United States did not wish another coup and further 
disorder and for that reason would support Sergeant Doe, now commander-in-chief, 
but that it was also keeping an eye on him and wanted to see Liberia return 
to civilian rule in the near future. 


Once a year joint U.S.-Liberian military maneuvers take place. When U.S. 
paratroopers hang suspended in the sky, everyone in Monrovia can see that the 
time and the hope for various "Socialists" and “people's politicians" is past: 
Tipoteh has left the country and the other well-known Socialist, Bachus 
Matthews, has lost his position as minister for foreign affairs and is now 
secretary general in the office of the head of state. The Libyans have had to 
pack up and leave and the Soviets have had to reduce the staff of their 
embassy from 45 to 8 officials. 


Doe is definitely not the man the United States wanted as Liberia's head of 
government. Even among the people his initial popularity has been lost, 
chiefly because of the once proverbial corruption which has grown worse under 
his rule. In his native village of Tuzon (characterized by one expert as the 
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"last real kraal") he has built 1 million--some say $3 million palatial villa, 
for which he had a complete kitchen costing $80,000 flown in from the United 
States; the remote villa's electricity is supplied by its own Diesel generator 
which also serves the village. Instead of the large limousines he formerly 
used, and which already cost him popular sympathy, Doe now prefers to move by 
helicopter. 


The new folk hero is Thomas Quiwonkpa, the 27-year-old commander-in-chief of the 
armed forces. He continues to live in his bungalow in the barracks compound, 
has not requisitioned any villa, drives a small car and plays soccer with 

his enlisted men. He is the strong man in the army--but luckily, it is said, 
is still “loyal to Doe." If Quiwonkpa were to organize a coup, he would 
definitely have the support of the army and a large part of the population 
behind him. He would then have power but little else. Another coup would be 
about the last thing Liberia needs and would mark the end of the still not 
fully restored foreign confidence in the economy. It would also mark the 
beginning of new chaos and an equally hopeless situation: one in-which many 
African states--Ghana, Chad, Uganda and: Zaire--already find themselves. The 
United States is primarily supporting Doe in the interest of Liberia. 


The United States has left few doubts in anyone's mind that they will only 
continue to support Doe as long as he pledges the planned return to civilian 
government or at least does not block it. Doe and his "People's Redemption 
Council" which have been in power since 1980, have therefore installed a 
24-member constitutional commission under the direction of university Professor 
Amos Sawyer; the commission has already submitted its first draft. The 
commission sought advice from the embassies of the United States and Great 
Britain but, interestingly, not from Germany. The draft proposal calls for. a 
presidial constitution, a unicameral parlaiment and a multi-party system. 


The "People's Redemption Council" must now approve the draft. As Sawyer has 
said, a constituent assembly could be elected early next year which would give 
the constitution its final form. On 12 April 1985, the fifth anniversary of 
the coup, the elected president is scheduled to take office and the parliament 
to begin its activities. Sawyer is naturally regarded as the most promising 
candidate for the presidency. He is a member of the banned Moja though 
representing its moderate, more social democrat wing and appears to be favored 
by the United States. Another possible candidate is Generai Quiwonkpa who 
would then still be only 30 years old. 


Photos in the DAILY OBSERVER, the only independent newspaper of Monrovia, give 
indications that another figure may be interested in the presidency: Samuel 
Doe, one year older than Quiwonkpa. Doe.:has recently taken to making public 
appearances in three-piece tailored suits. He had expressly called his 
revolution a‘military action. The style of his government was. also distinctly 
military. Civilians whom he appointed as cabinet ministers were given the 

rank of major, deputy ministers were made captains. Each afternoon at 4:00 
they would have to appear in uniform on the drill field of the Barclay Barracks, 
next to the seat of government, for military training and close order drill. 
Doe himself used to appear only in uniform The official photograph which hangs 
at the airport and in public buildings, shows him in uniform and in a hat which 
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dates to the time of Theodore Roosevelt's Rough Riders of the Spanish-American 
war. This is now all past. Doe wears only civilian clothes. The soothsayers 
in Monrovia smile and say: Aha. Apparently he wants to create a civilian 
image and qualify himself for the day when the country will have had its fill 
of the-military and will once again elect a civilian president.

REVOLUTIONARY SLOGANS FAIL FO FILL HUNGRY STOMACHS

[Text] Monrovia, 2 Jul--Kenneth Y. Best has been imprisoned three times in 
the last year and a half. Why? He has a high-risk job as editor and 
publisher of the DAILY OBSERVER, the only privately owned newspaper in Liberia. - 
The military government under former Master Sergeant Samuel Doe, which seized 
power in a 1980 coup with the promise of "restoring democracy" in the West 
African republic, has locked Best up repeatedly because the editor has little 
talent for keeping his mouth shut. Thus Best condemned the action of a 
military court as “immoderate" when it sentenced six students to death simply 
for giving vent to their ideas of Liberia's political future. Until now Best 
has always been released after a few days or weeks. Each time he has gone 
undaunted back to his work at the paper which he founded a little more than a 
year ago and which now has a circulation of 9,000. This is a lot ina 
country which records an 80 percent illiteracy rate among its 1.7 million 
population and for whom the paper's price of 85 pfennig represents a fair 
amount of money that could better be spent on food than on reading material. 


Life is hard in Liberia. People have learned that a coup and revolutionary 
slogans alone are not going to fill either one's pocket or one's stomach. 
Liberia is a poor country and anything more to eat than one used to have must 
be earned by hard work. While there is no more hunger in the country and 
certainly no more people dying of starvation, Doe and his "Council for the 
Redemption of the People" had promised more and awakened more hopes than it 
could ever fulfill. It is no wonder that: the mood is sour and that many 
people are saying that things were better "earlier" under the rule of the 
pseudo-aristocratic clique of Americo-Liberians. 


There is no doubt that the economy used to be better off. Yet this has less to 
do with the change in government than it does with the international economic 
crisis. Diamonds are no longer what they used to be and the price of gold 

has collapsed. Black market dealers in the neighboring states of Sierra 

Leone, Guinea Conakry and the Ivory Coast are getting fewer dollars for their 
contraband and can therefore buy fewer imported goods in Liberia to smuggle 
home. Trade with Monrovia has suffered on this account. Porters and 
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warehouse workers, clerks and foremen, chauffeurs and messengers have been laid 
off and unemployment is rising. Well-established firms have scaled down 

their activities because of a lack of sales, and are sitting tight and paying 
22 to 24 percent interest rates at the banks. 


Since the revolution there has been a halt in foreign investment in the country. 
In fact the U.S. rubber giant Goodrich pulled out of the country in late 1981 
after selling its plantations to a Malaysian firm; Firestone, the other giant, 
for years synonymous with Liberia, is also said to be looking in vain for a 
buyer and hoping that someone will grant or lend the government the purchase 
price. Until 1979 Firestone had been paying rubber farmers 30 cents a pound 
for latex. Though no improvement in the world market price has been recorded, 
Firestone has been paying 22 cents a pound again, thanks to an improved harvest 
which resulted from higher productivity. Liberia's most important source of 
agricultural income has recovered slightly yet it still is a long way from its 
earlier levels. The government has also raised the producer price for rice 
although this has. had little impact upon farmers incomes; it means that the 
farmers are now smuggling less rice to neighboring countries and selling more 
to the government. One good sign is that the partly German-owned Bong Mining 
Company has struck ore and is beginning to show a profit again though losing 
money on depreciation. There is no longer any talk of abandoning its 
operations and there have been no layoffs in.the iron ore mining sector. 


Two Underground Parties on the Left 


One of Doe's first acts after taking power was to raise the monthly pay of 
soldiers from $80.to $200 a month, an almost princely wage by local standards. 
There is no doubt that he succeeded in stabilizing the situation by satisfying . 
the army. Still, there have been at least three attempted coups since then. 
Apart from the military, practically no one's income has risen. The private 
economy, as a result of the slump, does not see itself able to meet Doe's 
demand that wages be increased. While the government has raised the salaries 
of its civil servants, payments are running up to 2 months behind schedule; 
payroll deductions have also gone up so sharply’ that civil servants and 
government workers are now receiving smaller net pay checks than before--while 
prices continue to climb. 


The once heralded revolution has brought no gains to the population. There are 
two underground currents which are using the present discontent to recommend 
themselves for the elections scheduled for 1985. The unhappy state of the world 
economy and the resulting low world market prices for Liberia's production 

of iron ore and latex, increased costs of fuel and higher freight rates, 

the extravagant commitments made after the coup and the high level of 
borrowing by the government to the extent of $50 million for 1981/82 and a 
projected $70 million for 1982-83 brought about by irresponsible wage increases 
in the public sector and the intrusions of the military into the economy and 
social structure are blamed by one of the most intelligent professors at the 
University of Liberia in Monrovia for having brought about "almost irreparable 
damage to all levels of society in Liberia." These economic factors and 

“the inexperience and ineptitude of those in power" were the subject of the 
professor's attack in a widely circulated anonymous memorandun. 
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On the Left there are two parties which have profited from the situation, both 
of them with experience in the underground dating back before the coup: the 
"Movement for Justice in Africa" (Moja) and the "Progressive Peoples Party" 
(PPP), both of them forbidden, as are all other parties. There is a further 
illegal group active at the university, the "Student Unity Party" (Sup), a 
spinoff of the Marxist Moja, which has an advantage that would be envied by 
"progressive" academic groups in West Germany and other Western countries: 

it has close ties to the trade union movement and influence among the workers. 
The only opposition to the puerile “Council for the Redemption of the People" 
that can be called organized is leftist. 


There is no underground party of the Right. The "True Wig Party" of the old 
ruling cliques has been scattered to the winds. It never was an actual party 
with bylaws, membership cards and dues assessments, but rather a loose 
community of special interests of the ruling families and those who wanted to 
be numbered among them. With its loss of power, this "party" has also lost 
its reason for being. Yet what does remain are the families with their 
easily recognizable Anglo-Saxon names which their forebears brought with them 
on their return to Africa from slavery in the United States. Many of them 
fled after the 1980 coup, but a large percentage, estimated at about one 
quarter, has returned. They are once again increasingly visible in government 
service which was once their domain. Regarded as Liberia's aristocracy, they 
are, now as they were before, the people to talk to in the economy and the 
administration. One of them is, of course, journalist Kenneth Y. Best. 


Yet the conservative aristocrats themselves hold little hope for a restoration 
of the old Liberia. The times have passed them by. For their sake and for 
Liberia's, it is to be hoped that they could put their experience, their skills 
and knowledge to work in a genuinely republican, even though by Western 
standards not genuinely democratic, Liberia after the military regime 

expires. These conservatives will be able to exploit the disillusion of the 
population with the results of the revolution so as to gain their support 

once again. They still, however, lack any political vehicle which could 
translate popular sympathies into votes. For the moment they are counting on 
a moderate liberal government. But there still are 3 long years until 1985, 
during which anything can happen in Liberia.

NATION TO BORROW $78M FROM WORLD BANK 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 6 Jul 82 p 18 


([Text] Blantyre, July 3--The Malawi Government may borrow 60 million U.S. 
dollars from the World Bank and 18 million U.S. dollars from various other 
international sources, parliament here agreed today. 


The borrowing is part of the government's efforts to restructure the ‘country's 
economy. 


Finance Minister Chakakala Chariya said the loans will help stimulate growth 
over the next five years. He satd the economy had not registered any growth 
in the past two years. 


The government was also authorised to turn an over draft of 125 million U.S. 
dollars for the 1981-82 financial year from the Reserve Bank of Malawi into a 
medium-term loan. : 


The World Bank loan will be used to "diversify the export base, encourage effi- 
cient import substitution, adjust incentives and income policies, improve the 
public sector's financial performance and strengthen the government's planning", 
Mr Chaziya said. 


A three million dollar loan from the Skandinaviska Enskilda Banken of Sweden 
will finance the purchase and installation of new telecommunications equipment. 


A nine million dollar loan from France--four millions from commercial banks, 
the remainder from the French treasury--will also be for telecommunications 
projects, and to finance feasibility studies for two regional airports in the 
country. 


Israel will loan two million dollars against the purchase of Israeli goods and 
services. 


A loan of four million dollars from the International Development Association 
(IDA), a World Bank affiliate, will be used to prepare a plan for water supply, 
sewerage and sanitation in Malawi's new capital city, Lilongwe. (A.F.P.)

to France. The value of those exports was 21.5 million rupees. Slightly

VIEIRA SPEAKS ON AGRICULTURAL SOCIALIZATION

[Interview with Sergio Vieira, minister of agriculture and member of the Central 
Committee of the FRELIMO Party, by Dina Forti, of L'UNITA; Maputo; date not 
given: "This Is Why We Are Underdeveloped; This Is How To Overcome Our State of 
Underdevelopment™] 


[Excerpts] The minister of agriculture mentioned the errors and successes, the plans 


_and endeavors of a country that wants to overcome poverty in this decade. 


Maputo--Overcome underdevelopment. Mozambique has set this goal for itself by 
the end of the decade of the 1980's. This is an ambitious goal that has caused 
a great deal of skepticism, but one that has also aroused great interest. We 
discussed this with Minister of Agriculture Sergio Vieira, a leading protagonist 
in the fight for liberation and a member of the Central Committee of the FRELIMO 
Party. 


[Answer] "On the whole, this year's production of the main agricultural products 
is on the way to exceeding last year's product by 25 percent. This increase is 
not enough. It still does not satisfy our food needs, but it must be pointed out 
that a growth process has been started, together with an improvement in the 
quality of work." 


[Question] These positive results, attained in the face of very difficult condi- 
tions, are certainly the fruit of an economic strategy. What is the plan that 
demands, and achieves, such great effort? 


[Answer] "The plan is the establishment of socialism in rural areas. This 
agricultural transformation is based on two factors: one is represented by the 
state socialist sector; the other is represented by socialist cooperatives. We 
can say that there is now no reluctance, no hesitancy, no opposition on the part 
of farmers to cooperatives. On the contrary, there is a great opening on the 
part of farmers toward cooperatives. Of course, there are cases here and there 
of opposition. We cannot ignore the fact of a class struggle in our country, even 


in rural areas--but not with the virulence manifested in other countries." 


[Question] Why this difference with respect to other countries? 








[Answer] "There are specific, objective factors. The most significant one is that 
we have no scarcity of land. On the contrary, there is a great deal of it and it 
is not used sufficiently. And then, one of the first steps that we took after 
independence was nationalization of the land. Thus its sale and rental is prohi- 
bited. Tle land that was freed with the blood of our people cannot be the object 
of speculation by anyone." 


[Question] These reasons, which explain ‘the specific Mozambican political devel- 
opment, constitute the framework within which what you have referred to as the 
socialist transformation of rural areas takes place. Let us consider this trans- 
formation a little more fully. What is the most important change that you have 
realized? 


[Answer] "The most complex change that we have achieved has been the establishment 
of ‘communal villages’ where we have brought people to live together, who before 
lived in scattered areas. This is especially important, because the people have 
abandoned the traditional land, the land of their ancestors’ graves, in order to 
come to live together. This was a very profound cultural change. What is impor- 
tant is that the farmers have spontaneously accepted it, giving life to a strong 
communal village movement. We, ourselves, at a certain point had to pull in the 
reins, because the movement was developing more rapidly than we could organize 

it. And in fact several errors were made. But that is the situation, with all 

of its enormous significance." 


[Question] This nevertheless is not yet a cooperative-type movement. We are 
still at the point of establishing simple productive unions. 


[Answer] “As a matter of fact we are now moving toward the organization of rural 
area cooperatives. There are already some cooperatives and this is a starting 
point; but there are also almost 2 million farmers who live in communal villages. 
Obviously we must still resolve many organizational matters, study which lands are 
most suitable, what kind of support to provide these new productive organizations. 
We believe that the cooperatives must be based on self-management, on the 
capability of the farmers to organize themselves, and on their ability to make 
decisions. As the ministry of agriculture, our role should thus be that of 
providing farmers with support through the means at our disposal, of establishing 
training centers for cooperative members, of helping them to improve their work 
techniques, of organizing supplies better, of developing their means of production. 
The tractor is still not today's implement; the hoe is today's implement. A 
plough pulled by oxen will perhaps be for next year. The tractor, as a result 

of an accumulation of means, will come to be used only in 3 or 4 years. But, mind 
you, when I speak of accumulation, I do not mean only at the financial-economic 
level, but an accumulation also of cultural changes, an accumulation also of 
technical knowledge." 
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[Question] Along with these more modern forms of agricultural productive 
organization, there still remains the very important so-called family sector. 


[Answer] "Our family sector is a sector that produces for family sustenance with 
rudimentary means. State involvement is difficult, because it is a question of 
people who live in remote areas." 


[Question] But it is still a question of the majority of producers. 
iAnswerj} "Yes. The majority." 
[Question] And it contributes significantly to national agricultural production. 


[Answer] "Yes. The family sector is the chief producer of cotton and the chief 
producer of cashew nuts; and it has an important role in the production of maize. 
It is nevertheless difficult to make an estimate. I think I can say that it 
contributes significantly to national production and to the development of the 
economy .' 


“[Question] What is the state's attitude toward these producers? 


[Answer] "On the one hand, we are trying to stimulate their production by 
supplying necessary goods for daily living through a network of cooperative 
stores and small shops. On the other, we supply improved seeds and production 
implements, and we are trying to convince them to join producers’ unions where 
they can more easily make use of available scientific and technological achieve- 
ments." 


[Answer] "We Mozambicuns do not have trade experience because, in order to 

engage in any commerce, it was necessary to be Portuguese--even to sell matches. 
There was no Mozambican trade activity and Portuguese traders abandoned the 
country after the victory of the war for liberation. There thus is a lack of 
experience and consequently there are errors in supplies to rural areas. Farmers 
now have some money. It is thus necessary to enable them to use it, by supplying 
them with products for them to buy. I believe that, with the development of this 
trade network, we will find the most important incentives to increase production 
in rural areas. |

ILLEGAL MOZAMBICANS IN TRANSVAAL--Johannesburg, July 5--Between 3,000 and 5,000 
Mozambicans have settled illegally in south-eastern Transvaal in the northeast 
of SouthAfrica, the South African Broadcasting Corporation (SABC) reported. In 
a television programme on the Onderberg farming area South of Kruger national 
park, a number of farmers expressed concern about the tnflux which has in- 
creased by 180 per cent over the past year. Figures show that during the past 
12 months about 8,600 illegal immigrants had entered the lowveld and been sub- 
sequently charged. Farmers in the area said the problem was aggravated by ad- 
ministrative red tape and that attention should be given to establishing a 
labour depot on the border between South Africa and Mozambique. (A.F.P.)

HELICOPTER SHOT DOWN--Lisbon, July 5--Forces of the rebel National Resistance 
Movement (MNR) in Mozambique on Friday shot down a Mozambican armed forces Puma 
helicopter in the Mabote region of Inhambane Province, an MNR spokesman said 
here today. Seven unidentifiable bodies were found at the spot where the air- 
craft crashed, the spokesman, Evo Fernandes, added. Mr Fernandes also said that 
the rebels on June 30 attacked Morrumb"ne, near the coast in Inhambane Province, 
and that 300 students of the town's political training school had joined the 
MNR. The Portuguese news agency ANOP earlier today reported from the Mozambican 
capital Maputo that a Mozambican airforce helicopter had crashed in an accident 
in the Mabote region and that all its passengers and crew had died. In Maputo, 
the Mozambican Defense Ministry confirmed in a statement that an armed forces 
helicopter had crashed in the Mabote region and said that everyone aboard the 
aircraft had been killed. The statement said nothing about MNR involvement in 
the crash. It said a commission of inquiry had been set up to determine the 
cause of what it called an accident. The statement said the helicopter had been 
on a flight from Beira to Maputo. It did not say how many passengers and crew 
had been aboard.

JAPAN DONATES VEHICLES TO HELP WITH FOOD DISTRIBUTION 
Niamey LE SAHEL in French 27 May 82 p 3 


[Excerpts] Some 40 vehicles of every kind and a fine lot of varied equipment, 
this was the gift Japan brought yesterday morning to the Nigerien Foodstuffs 
Office (OPVN), and it amounts to some 640 million CFA Fr. 


The presentation ceremony took place at the OPVN garage in the industrial 
zone. In attendance was Lt Col Ali Saibou, chief of staff of the FAN 
{[Nigerien Armed Forces] and the official responsible for public assistance. 
Also in attendance were Mr Almoustapha Soumaila, secretary general of the 
ministry of commerce and representative of the minister; Mr Adamou Souna, 
general manager of OPVN; the second secretary from the Japanese Embassy in 
Niger, Mr Naotsugu Nakono; as well as other OPVN personnel. 


The representative of the minister of commerce said, "This gift from Japan is 
an extraordinary contribution to the efforts our country is making in its 
struggle against underdevelopment." 


Mr Almoustapha Soumaila took the opportunity during the ceremony to praise 
the cooperation that exists between Niger and Japan. "Today's ceremony, he 
said, "takes place at a time when all of our people, especially those in the 
rural areas, are hard at work in the fields." 


The secretary general of the ministry of commerce described the policy adopted 
by the CMS [Supreme Military Council] and the government in regard to secure 
food supplies. He then said that all the sacrifices the nation has made stem 
from that policy, which naturally calls for the OPVN to play a key role on at 
least two different levels: : 


--to make efforts to improve peasant conditions by guaranteeing a market for 
agricultural production and a favorable price and 


-—-to insure that the Nigerien people have supplies of grain where and when 
they need it. 


To carry out this mandate, it is obviously crucial to overcome certain con- 
straints:' the landlocked geography of the country, its large area, the geo- 
graphic distribution of the populace, etc. 














Japan, by providing, vehicles to OPVN, is helping in the effort to bring the 
producer and the cousumer closer together. 


Naotsugu Nakano, second secretary of the Japanese Sibniee in Niger, said that 
this gesture was a contribution by his country to the effort to distribute 
foodstuffs over all of Nigerien territory. 


Mr Nakano said that economic cooperation between Japan and Niger has grown 
considerably. He then noted that last year his country provided Niger with a 
grant of 1.6 billion yen for the building of infrastructure for the Niamey II 
power generating station, which is now under way. This year the Japanese 
Government plans to provide our country, on a grant basis, with rice and 
medical equipment worth an estimated 950 million yen, he added. 


The proposed expansion of the Malbaza cement works, a project that will cost 
7.2 billion yen, is currently being negotiated.

[Excerpts] "I have come today to give you the fraternal greetings of France 
and the French people. And here in Niamey I want to convey France's message 
of brotherhood to all Africans." 


With these words to Niger's highest officials and representatives of the 
Nigerien people, President Francois Mitterrand made all our hearts swell with 
pride. Our very own capital city has become the focal point for Franco- 
African brotherhood. It was a testimonial from a very high level and one in 
which we can take a great deal of self-satisfaction. It is not progress in 
itself, but it should inspire us with fresh zeal to continue on the new path 
of progress, dignity, peace and justice on which the new Niger has been en- 
barked since 1974, 


To tell the truth, France's position was predictable. First of all, and we 
have said it before, because of the ties of mutual esteem and open friendship 
that bind the two heads of state. Second, because Niger was chosen as the 
first stop on the [Mitterrand] trip. Finally, because of the first statement 
President Mitterrand made upon his arrival in Niamey. "I believe I can say, 
without exaggeration," he said, “that our friendship is flourishing, and in 
such an atmosphere many things are possible."

COMMENTARY EXAMINES OPEC'S INTERNAL DISPUTES

[Text] The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, OPEC, ministerial 
meeting abruptly adjourned in Vienna recently amidst serious disagreement 
on key issues and without taking any meaningful decisions to find solutions 
to the problems of the organization. 


The way in which the meeting ended underscores once more the needful unity 
among all oil producers in the face of the West's determined effort to break 
them us. The major cause of the current problem was the apparent inability 
of the oil ministers to reach agreement on quarter allocations to the 
individual countries. The sticky point was the fundamental issue of who 
produces how much. At the March quarterly meeting of the oil ministers, 

a ceiling of 17.5 million barrels a day was agreed upon and quotas were 
allocated to each member on the basis of proven reserves and normal maximum 
capacity. Unfortunately, some countries, notably Iran, did not adhere 
strictly to their quotas. 


A related development at the Vienna meeting was the insistence by the Gulf 

oil producers that the price differential between their type of crude and 

that of the North African producers, the (?Swiss) crude, which Nigeria also 
produces, be increased. That was indeed a very tricky suggestion and it is not 
surprising that it met with stiff opposition from Libya, Algeria and Nigeria. 


If the proposal had been accepted, it could have meant that the price of the 
North African crude would have been so high that customers would turn to the 
Gulf producers. The result would have been that those who could least afford 
to lose more foreign exchange earnings at this time would have found it 
difficult to sell their oil. 


The failure of the organization's last ministerial meeting to iron out this 
difference holds serious implications for the future of the organization. 
‘Unilateral action is usually the bane of a cartel. The refusal by some 
countries to abide by the decision of the organization has seriously undermined 
the effectiveness of the quota arrangements and could very well lead to an 
irreversible decline in the power of OPEC to the joy of the West and other 
enemies of the organization. 
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This is why one ought to commend Nigeria and some of the other oil producers 
who, in the face of serious economic difficulties, resisted the pressure 

of the foreign oil customers to reduce the posted price of their crude oil. 

It is rather very strange that the Savdis and Kuwaitis who, in March, promised 
to do all they could to maintain OPEC power should now be the ones setting 

a cat among its pigeons. These two powerful oil-producing nations can by 
their unilateral actions decide the fate of the organization. At this crucial 
time of worldwide oil glut, they are the only countries among the cartel's 
members who can make the necessary sacrifices to ensure the survival of the 
organization. But they seem unwilling to play this role and instead are by 
their actions unwittingly contributing to the decline of the organization. 
Their latest decision tends to lend credence to the speculation that they 

are acting under the instructions of the West. Those members who flout the 
organization's decision to make temporary gains should also realize that 

such a policy would not be in their overall interest.: 


On the whole, the current hamper portends ill not only for oil producers but 
for every primary producer. OPEC is one of the very few successful primary 
commodity cartels. No bones should be made about it. The failure of OPEC 
would dash perhaps forever any hope of the developing world getting a fair 
agreement on trade, transfer of technology and international monetary policy 
from the developed world. This all the more underscores the need for an 
urgent solution to the present problem. The oil ministers should, therefore, 
as quickly as possible reconvene to thrash out the issues more thoroughly 

in the interest of their people.

U.S. SUPPORT FOR SOUTH AFRICA CRITICIZED

[Text] Right from the very moment Ronald Reagan won his election to the 
White House, the sensible and progressive African political analysts had 
predicted that the movement toward political liberation in South Africa would 
become more complicated and suffer a temporary delay. Recent events seem 

to have proved them right. 


The United States and her Western allies have for over a year now been coming 
up with proposal after proposal on the Namibian independence issue, thereby 
giving the racists time to consolidate their position in the territory. The 
Geneva conference of last year provided the first real opportunity to settle 
the Namibian independence problem. However, the way to the expected final 
agreement was blocked by the intransigence of South Africa at the conference, 
apparently with the connivance am encouragement of its Western friends, who 
incidentally make up the contact group. 


The Western contact group then began to talk about the idea of modernizing 
the UN plan. They came out with series of proposals calling for a single 
member constituent assembly or proportional representation or both. And 
then the five nations came out clearly in favor of a system that had a 
combination of the two. It was on these grounds that the frontline states 
supported SWAPO's view that this would be tantamount to giving recognition 
to the Namibian puppet party. 


After more than 15 months of inaction, the Namibian independence negotiation 
was again resumed recently in the United States. Optimists expect the 
conference to lay to rest once and for all the Namibian independence problem. 
SWAPO made significant concessions to pave the way for an amicable settlement 
despite South African arrogance and intransigence in the belief that the 
United States and her allies are acting in good faith. The recent action 

of the United States even when the conference is still going on is proving 
this to be a mistake.

Lastly, the U.S. special envoy, Vernon Walters, in a meeting with the Angolan 
authorities demanded that Cuban troops in Angolan territory be withdrawn at 
the same time as South African forces leave Namibia. Vernon Walters merely 
echoed the opinion of the racists and their American allies who have been 
insisting on the withdrawal of Cuban troops from Angola as the precondition 
for further cooperation in the negotiations for Namibian independence. 


The demand is in furtherance of Reagan's so-called linkage policy which always 
sees a link between totally unrelated issues. In the case of Namibia, this 
policy constitutes the greatest obstacle to the peaceful solution of the 
independence problem. It is commendable that the Angolan authorities prudently 
and promptly rejected this demand. There can be no comparison between the 
patriotic internationalist Cuban forces helping to consolidate Angolan inde- 
pendence against racist and imperialist subversion and the racist South African 
forces which are occupying Namibia illegally. 


The U.S. action shows her apparent conspiracy and unwillingness to help find a 
speedy and peaceful solution to the Namibian independence issue. One is not 
entirely surprised by this action since the United States has enormous 
economic and strategic interests in the maintenance of the status quo in 

South Africa. The recent White House decision to lift restrictions on the 
sales of military equipment to the racists is a further truth of the Reagan 
administration's determined effort to resist a change on the South African 
situation. But it should be realized by the decision-makers in Washington 
that this apparent conspiracy and collaboration with the racists is in the 
long run not in their interest as their action merely complicates and delays-- 
not stops--Namibia's peaceful transition to a real and meaningful independence.

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NATION'S ECONOMIC FUTURE SAID TO BE FAVORABLE

[Article by Pierre Grenier: "The Prospects for Economic Recovery Are Becoming 
Clearer" ] 


[Text] The rapid deterioration of Senegal's economic situation at the end of 
the 1970's necessitated setting up a recovery plan and seeking special finan- 
cial assistance in the international community. 


This critical situation resulted mainly from the fall in agricultural produc- 
tion, unprecedented in Senegal's recent history, and from the increase in its 
oil bill following on the price rises which took place after 1973. The 
worst occurred in 1981 when peanut sales went below 200,000 tons (compared to 
1 million tons in a normal year), while oil mills were working at less than 
10 percent of their capacity. The same situation prevailed in food crops. 


So crisis conditions converged which were to affect all sectors of the eco- 
nomy: worsening of the balance of trade and payments deficits, cash flow 
problems, the sudden fall in revenues, and so on. 


This situation called for a resort to international assistance and was the 
justification for requests by a government which contended it was not in any 
way responsible for the main elements which had caused the disaster. How- 
ever, it served to reveal the inadequacies of economic management, which the 
reform of had become essential. 


It is in that context that the authorities decided to implement a very harsh 
recovery plan to consolidate the beneficial results expected from financial 
assistance from the international community (principally the IMF, the coun- 
tries of the EEC, and the Gulf states). 


The government. was aiming particularly at: 
--Reestablishing equilibrium in government finance by a stabilization of 
budgetary expenditures, a stricter control over commitments, and improvement 


in the recording of tax and customs receipts; 


--Limiting the growth of outstanding credit and its refinancing by the Cen- 
tral Bank; : 
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--Cutting down government intervention in economic management by a meaningful 
disengagement on the part of the state, especially in the rural sector (par- 
ticularly by transferring peanut oil mill marketing operations, and by dis- 
solving the government office with a monopoly on oil mill peanut coliection 
in 1980) and by readjustment of the relations between the state and public 
enterprises (by means of changes in statutes authorizing greater management 
flexibility and the institution of "contract-plans" fixing the conditions and 
limits of the state's financial involvement). 


The austerity effort demanded a great deal from the Senegalese people who were 
asked both to accept substantial price increases in major consumer products 
(rice, cooking oil’, sugar, flour, gasoline and so on) and to derer demands for 
wage increases. In addition, wage-earners were to contribute more than 9 bil- 
lion CFA francs! to the national solidarity effort for the benefit of the 
people in the countryside. These extremely burdensome measures were willing- 
ly accepted on the whole, showing the civic spirit of the Senegalese people 
and the political stability of the government. 


It should be added that the government had opportunely accompanied its recov- 
ery plan with measures to increase producer prices (particularly for peanuts, 
the price of which went from 50 to 70 francs a kilo in 198].), which is essen- 
tial for keeping farmer revenue at an acceptable level and for agricultural 
recovery. 


The return of rain in summer 1981 furthered the recevery of agricultural pro- 
duction, with the marketing of 700,000 tons of peanuts and satisfactory results 
in grains. Cotton, grown in the new lands of eastern Senegal and Casamance, 
has seen spectacular growth, with production greater than 40,000 tons and 
record yields. 


In a few months more than 50 billion CFA francs in all were put into the coun- 
tryside. The recovery effect of that money on the food and textile industries, 
which are well represented in Senegal, was expected, and it is confirmed by 
the recovery of the industrial production index and the generally favorable 
anticipations of businessmen. This improvement in economic circumstances is 
being accompanied by sizable debt repayment to local enterprises on the part 
of the state. 


Therefore, contrary to what people might have been fearing, Senegal finally 
has fairly well got over the critical hump of 1981. Moreover, added to the 
revival of activity in the sectors most affected by the slump are the excel- 
lent results in maritime fishing and tourism, which are booming. In fact, 
the annual trade value of ocean product exports is now approaching 40 billion 
CFA francs. Concerning tourism, the steady increase in numbers of hotel 

beds occupied and improved results at the big vacation clubs underscore its 
vitality. 


In the mining sector several large-scale projects are under study, and some, 
such as Atlantic coast peat bog development, iignite mining in the central 
region, and mining of uranium, gold, marble and iron in eastern Senegal, are 
slated to begin soon. Oil prospects in Casamance and the discovery of new 
phosphate deposits in the Fleuve region should be pointed out. 
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In industry, Senegal is reorienting its policy toward the development and 
strengthening of "industrial networks" in order to gradually do all the pro- 
cessing of its main animal, plant and mineral resources (peanuts, textiles, 
phosphates, meat and hides, and so on). The major result has been the creation 
of Chemical Industries of Senegal (ICS), which is in the process of being set 
up with an investment of 70 billion CFA francs. The firm will make phosphoric 
acid and fertilizer and will be adding value to the phosphate ores mined in 
the Thies region. 


Lastly, to prepare for the future, the government is launching big infrastruc- 
tural investment programs, especially with regard to agriculture, hydroelec- 
tric power, and transportation and telecommunications, in order to insure the 
development of the pioneer areas in the eastern part of Senegal which currently 
form territorial enclaves and are underpopulated, and to obtain a greater 
margin of security in and increased output of primary products (agriculture, 
livestock-raising, and fisheries) in which, general opinion has it, there is 
still considerable room for advance. 


The 1981-1985 Sixth Development Plan gives a preferential place to the country- 
side, particularly to reforestation and water control in order to free the 
people from the hazards of drought and desertification. Those investments, 
well directed, are already reaching considerable sums--several tens of bil- 
lions of CFA francs--and will be carried out mostly on the basis of external 
financing. That is the case in particular for the big Diama Dam (in the 
Senegal River delta), on which work has begun, and for the big Manantali Dam, 
the building of which is going to start in June 1982. At the same time, the 
laying out of irrigated perimeters over the whole Senegal River valley is 
being carried on, in order to succeed in totally controlling the water so 
that intensive agriculture may be carried out without seasonal interruption. 


This brief review of Senegal's economic circumstances and main development 
programs allows one to make: a favorable forecast concerning the country's 
economic future, in spite of the uncertainties which remain and the persist- 
ent reservations of certain institutions and experts. 


That is why it seems appropriate to recall several basic elements of the ana- 
lysis, elements which are usually forgotten or passed over in silence, in 
order to have a correct perception of recent events and their repercussions. 


It must be realized that the financial institutions, particularly the IMF, 
have contributed not only their money but also their doctrine. Under the 
pressure of necessity, therefore, the economic debate has been dominated by 
the financiers, who are anxious to set limits to their intervention and are 
directly affected by the results of the recovery measures that they in large 
part inspired. 


Their pressure was exerted particularly in the direction of seeking “broad 
equilibria"--which in the context of the recession that prevailed was, in 
plain language, the direction of limiting government expenditures and the 
relinquishment of economic management by the state for the benefit of the 
private sector whose performance is considered better. That viewpoint, 
excessively limiting and often indifferent to consequences, needs to be 

> discussed, taking things into account fairly, which means endeavoring to 
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distinguish what is an accidental product of economic circumstances from what 
is the result of structural weaknesses, some of them of long standing. 


Economists, researchers and journalists have often picked up and conveyed the 
image of a Senegal adrift, in erroneous abridgements which carelessly and 
unmethodically confused the immediate and remote causes of the crisis, to end 
up concluding that recovery within foreseeable time limits was impossible. 
The reversal of the economic situation in the space of a single year already 
tends to prove the dubiousness of that forecast. But in any case, one should 
observe, without prejudging the future, that even if Senegal has not finished 
going through its cash flow crisis, it unquestionably has a broader and more 
diversified economic base now than before the appearance of the problems 
which have marked these last few years.

SENEGAL ORIENTAL VILLAGERS UNITE FOR SURVIVAL

[Text] Fearing a new drought, groups of people in the area of Bamba-Tialene-- 
a Sahelian village in Senegal Oriental [Eastern Senegal]--have not waited for 
results to come from North-South dialogue to get themselves organized. Re- 
solved not to wait for the promises of politicians, a group of farmers have 
decided to take charge of their own future. In the face of a lack of water, 
desertification, and health and illiteracy problems, these groups of people 
have combined their energies to institute collective activities within a 
committee which brings 15 villages together. 


A union of families, a union of. villages, and, above all, a union of ethnic 
groups: one of the committee's great merits was to bring three ethnic groups 
together (Wolofs, Peuls and Mandingos) for the same objective--the same 
existence. 


The committee, basically oriented toward the progressive development of its 
members, has paid particular attention to reforestation activity and the fight 
against bush fires, the establishment of market gardening areas, the con- 
struction of health care huts, working out a literacy program and, lastly, 
digging wells. 


To start with, these activities have made it possible to resolve the problems 
of survival, and the committee, carrying the dynamic existence of this union 
further, is turning toward an overall development initiative. This new stage 
is possible only through resolving water problems. Setting up a borehole, 
for example, would make intensive cultivation of vegetables and fruits and 
rational livestock-raising possible, thereby: ‘ing from a subsistence eco- 
nomy to a productive economy. The committee, supported by the Senegalese 
Government, is participating in the national development effort. But that 
committee, aware that its future is closely linked with that of the world, 
has paid special attention to establishing ties of solidarity with foreign 
partners leading toward a common objective. Beyond the technical skills and 
financial support this partnership could contribute, this is, in the first 
place, a matter of a human and cultural encounter. It is in that context 
that the Eau Vive Association* and the Bamba-Tialene area committee have 
joined their efforts.

U. S. AID REGARDED WITH SUSPICION

[Text] The political section of our paper had already gone to press when Mrs 
Jean Kirkpatrick, the permanent representative of the United States to the UN, 
arrived in Dakar. 


On this occasion, it was announced that the U. S. will previde bilateral aid 
to Senegal in the amount of 15.9 billion CFA francs in 1983. 


This represents a turning point in Senegalese-American relations. In fact, 
American bilateral aid through the USAID totaled only 36.1 billion CFA francs 
from 1975 to 1982. 


Thus American aid to Senegal in 1983 will be more than to any other French- 
speaking African nation, and the third largest sum allocated on this conti- 
nent. 


It seems clear that this is a confirmation of the analyses we have set forth 
in these political reports. On the one hand, the Reagan administration has 
reduced American contributions to multilateral aid bodies. Why? Because 
this aid does not give priority to the countries of tactical or strategic im- 
portance to the U. S., because it is distributed in neutral fashion and thus 
strengthens the dominance of other imperialist powers, particularly France in 
French-speaking Africa. 


On the other hand, the Reagan administration is increasing its bilateral aid 
to selected countries (including Senegal), countries which are very important 
to the political-military apparatus of the United States, an imperialist and 
hegemonistic superpower. 


This aid is allocated in the name of the United States (and not that of a 


multilateral body), with the clear prospect of penetration by the American 
flag in the beneficiary ‘country. 
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MINISTER SAYS ALL ARRANGEMENTS MADE FOR AGRICULTURAL CAMPAIGN 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 26-27 Jun 82 p 2

[Text] “As of the present, all of the measures necessary for the proper 
launching of the coming agricultural season have been adopted. If it were to 
rain in the course of the weeks to come, we would already be well prepared to 
begin the first winter operations immediately." 


To judge from the statements by the minister of rural development who met 
with us yesterday in his office, there could hardly be any surprises this 
year. As in the past, moreover, he informed us, preparations for the coming 
agricultural campaign began as early as 18 February, on which date an inter- 
ministerial council meeting devoted to the matter was held, with the chief of 
state himself presiding. 


The interministerial council meeting marked the beginning cf preparations for 
the coming farm season. It was followed by. a meeting attended by the minis- 
ter of rural development, the technicians in his department and all the 
regional governors. This first meeting on the higher central administrative 
level was complemented by the dispatch by the minister involved of circulars 
based on the directives issued by the chief of. state and specifying that all 
measures must be carried out, particularly when the time came for the dis- 
tribution of production supplies (seeds and fungicides). 


Finally, the recent tour he made through all the regions of the country con- 
stituted the last stage of planned preparations, which has however been 
marked by some difficulties. 


According to Mr Serigne Lamine Diop, a massive return of the people to the 
rural environment during the season of preparations for the coming winter has 
been noted this year. This rush toward the villages can be explained, accord- 
ing to the minister of rural development, by the excellent agricultural per- 
formance achieved last year, the increase in prices paid to the producers, 
along with satisfactory rainfall, leading to confidence in a probable return 
to a normal situation. All these factors, among others, have contributed to 
swelling the rural population this year. 
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This new trend was taken into account in the circular instructions sent to 
the governors of the regions, not only to establish the ccnditions for seed 
distribution, but also to provide for possible modulations such as to satisfy 
as many peasants as possible. As a result, seed distribution was carried out 
under the prescribed conditions, even though inevitably certain low rates 
were seen in certain special cases. 


According to the minister of rural development, these low rates should not be 
widespread. Nor can they be explained by the impact of the large producers. 
Out of a seed capital of 120,000 tons distributed last year, only 1500 tons 
were reserved for the large producers as special allocations. And strict con- 
ditions applied thereto. The large producers were asked to sign a contract 
with the SONAR [National Oil Plants Supply Company], thus committing them- 
selves to make an immediate payment of a sum equivalent tc 30 percent of the 
sum borrowed and to sell the production to the cooperative. Mr Serigne 
Lamine Diop informed us that these conditions carried over to this year, and 
additionally there is an SODEVA [Farm Development and Popularization Company ] 
survey, which set the better identification of the large producers and an 
understanding of the distribution of seed allocations last year as its main 
goal. It was on the basis of this survey that selection was effected and the 
special allocation was established at 2300 tons this year out of a national 
capital of 120,000 tons. Despite everything, it remains obvious to the minis- 
ter that it is only by retaining their own seed that the peasants can free 
themselves from the limitations which some people, rightly or wrongly, de- 
nounce. In completing this first chapter of seed distribution, Mr Serigne 
Lamine Diop expressed the hope that all of the difficulties encountered this 
year will be no more than memories next year, when the new distribution sys- 
tem based on the volume marketed by each producer is adopted. During the 
next marketing season, it is possible that each peasant will have sold one 
processed ton by the date of the next distribution of 170 kilograms of seed. 


Varietal Map 


Concerning the modification of the varietal map, the minister expressed full 
satisfaction with the results achieved, at the expense, he said, of "the wis- 
dom of our choice in this sector." Again this year, he went on to say, the 
54-437 short cycle variety will be utilized again in the same zones, and will 
be even extended in the department of Mbour and the northern part of Sine- 
Saloum. 


The minister then reiterated the definitive decision by the government to 
sell fertilizer for cash this year. Thus a kilogram of fertilizer will cost 
25 francs, thanks to a state subsidy which will come to a total of more than 
3 billion of our francs. As of the present, Mr Serigne Lamine Diop said, we 
have a firm order for 12,500 tons of fertilizer, to which must be added the 
7,000 tons for the SODEFITEX [Textile Fiber Development Company], as well as 
the traditional orders from the SAED [Company for the Development and Exploi- 
tation of the Senegal Delta and Valley Areas] and the SOMIVAC [Casamance De- 
velopment Company]. The volume involved in this program, which may reach 
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30,000 tons, gives the lie, if need there be, to the statements to the effect 
that the Senegalese rural sector is entirely boycotting fertilizer. And even 
if that were the case, it would not be a catastrophe except for the irrigated 
crops, certain grains and cotton. In the opinion of Mr Serigne Lamine Diop, 
it is important to debunk the need for chemical fertilizer today. It is not 
clear that all crops necessarily require it to assure good yields. For pea- 
nuts, for example, it suffices to use less costly and often even more effi- 
cient organic fertilizer in certain zones. In the future, he adds, the fer- 
tilizer program should be oriented exclusively toward the types of crops 
which require it. This, at least, is the desire of the government, which is 
urging ever increasing use of organic fertilizers.
